which he was secretly armed, st the General, bath
o) which bit him, one in the groin, and one in she
left temple, bot neather of them strking a vital
part.
y The uffair took place on the stairs leading to
the Young Men's Assooation Rooms in Roap-
ing's block, The Geooral, as Prostwenc of the
Aseocintion, bod opencd the polls, the voting
had commenced, several had pnssed in and oot
nnd persons were running up snd down stairs to
and tvom the crowd nbove and below,  After the
vutmng had progressed several minutes, the Gene-
ral started 1o go down upon the stre«t, and in
doing vo passed Mr, Baker on the stairs, who
WAL coming up. One version of the story ls, thal
when Humilton was two sleps below him, Baker
torned and horled at him n gross epithet,
Hamilton, on the lmpulse of the moment,
wheeled and cavght Baker by the leit collar,
shook him some, and said, “You little villain,
what do you mean 1
While they were in that attitude, Baker with
his rigbt hand reached into the inside jeir breast
pocket of his cout, immediately under Hamil-
ton’s bhand, sod fied his pistol down theoonah
his own cost, withoul diasine the weapon from
his pocket, the range of the harrel being, ot
fortunately for botn parties, below the Ganeral's
abdomen, the ball taking eifect in the lelt groin
and pussing down, as the physiciuns suppose,
the large bone of the leg. They then bada
struggle for the pistol, for an insrant, but the
shot paralyzed the leg of the General so that he
had not the use of i, and he lost his balince
and fell down the mtairs, roling out at full
Jenglh upon the stone gtep.,
t the instant of his {osuching the siep, and
while he must have been ot least fiteen feot
from Mr, Baker, u second shof was fired, which
pasged through the crown and rim of Hamilton’s
hat, just grazing the left temple, He was assisted
to his feet by P. 1. Morse, ssked b'v him and
others if he was hurt, no one comprehending for
some seconds that he wag really weo'inded,
thou;.:h ul.l.‘j‘ knew two shotz had been fired, Ouar
recollection i that he made no reply toany o0.1¢;
he being probably unconscious ot the question,
though he walked almost alone to Letferi's store.
Mr, Bnker was immediately arrested by Poliee
Officer Van Norder, and was soon turned ovey
Lo the custody of the Sherif, The only Persons
on the gteps iwmediately within reach of {he
General and My, Baker, were J. W, Carpenter
and Father Bishop, though there were others
clore by. Of course neither of them conld com-
prehend the encounter go as toaid in preventing
it, but Mr, Bishop says, assoon a« the shots were
Gred, he grasped Mr. Buker, and said to him:—
“Tn God's name, Mr, Duker, whatare you shoot-
ing here for?!® We understand Mr. Baker re-
lied:—""He insulted me twice on the street to-
day, and I won't stand it
After it was known that ehots had been fired
and the General wounded severely, if not (atully,
of conrse the most tremondous excitement
rusied, and hot indignavon freely expressed
that the treasured wrath of a personal lead
should make Mr, Baker <o far forgei what was
due 1o the dignity, decency, and civilization of
u peacetul commumty, and to himsell ae g gen-
tleman, a8 to arm himsel!’ with a deadly weapon
while moving among us, intending to use, or
being beirayed and prevoi‘ed mto uging it so
éathe imminent danger of the
KIe881Y, Buu o e ‘ A
{:\z-n ol his nelghbors and friends n we -
diate vicinity. The woral worth aud staming of
Fond du Lae, of all partiss, most unhesitatingl /
condemned the arming and shooting, whatever
anv might concelve had been the wordy provo-
¢ation. '
Mr. Baker wa= kept in onstody by the f‘lhr'l"lfr
during the night, Tuesday he wis brougnt Yo.
fore Justice Bissell, on a warrant issued by him,
Before proceeding 10 an exu:piuntipn, the case
wae ewornaway from Justice Bissell to the
nearest Justee, which, in the absence ol Justice
Kellogg, was Justice Driggs, The Qireait Court
being in =eseion, and the District Attorney and
the principal lawyers having business in the
Aanwr tha exsnination of Mr, Baker was ad-
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urned for mne days, and be was relessed on
Loa'l. The exam'nation will be held on Thurs.
ay, the 7th o! June.

AERIAL NAVIGATION.

The Voyagers Heard From—Thelr Pl ge
of Landing— Farticalars of the Trip.

Dr. Andrews and Mr, Plumb, “aose departure
{rom this cily on the alternyn of Tuesday last,
to make unotherlnp! %1 Dr, Andrews’ flying
ship, was descubed in yesterday's Tiibune,
have again returied 1o the eity, We have re-
ceived from Hdr. Plumb the particulars of tlLe
voyage. The greatest altitude aftained was
about one and a hall miles, which carned them
above the lower stratum of clouds into a clear
atmosphere, with a thick curtain of clonds
above and below them, Through the occasional
openings of these they could see the surfuce of
the earth plainly. Mr. Plumb describes the
appearance of the fleecy white clouds lying tar
berow them a8 regembling enow-dritt, rolling
along over the bright green grass on the surlface
of the earth,

As we anticipated, the newly constructed
rudder proved ineflicient. Almost al the first
attempt to bring it into requisition the cords
became jammed, and the vessel was for a time
entirely unmansgeable,  Afterwards, they re
gained partial conirol of her, but the stecring
apparatue was manifestly inadequule for success-
ful working of the ship, Some other mechanicnl
faulls were also discovered, which will be reme
died betore anotber wrip,

Finding that they could not sneceed in the
main object of the trip, the vovagers coneluded
to make a pleasire launt ol I, and after sailing
about lor some thme they finally landed in
safety near the village of Oyster Bay, about
twenty-eight miles from the place whenve they
started, .

We understand that the necessary alierations
of the vessel will be made at once, and anolher
triad undetaken within n few days.—New York
Tritune.

Murble statues, paint-
ings, and elegant murrors greot the eve of the
visltor in {18 principal rooms, while ou the ceilings
of parlors and dinipg-rooms are soon chaste
irescoes which well accord with the color of the
furniture, There 18 also & well-solocted hbrary in the
house.— N, ¥, Herald.
